In early September 1950, TOO tons of weapons and ammunition of the 25 and 
32 Armies were shipped from Foochow to Shangjao (117-5U, 28«*26), and 550 
tons of padded clothing and miscellaneous supplies of the 10 A my Group 
were shipped from Shangjao to Foochow*** 

2* On 3 October* 60 commandeered trucks left Shangjao carrying 60,91*0 suits 

of padded clothing for Chinese Communist troops and 1* tons of cotton* they 
arrived at Harming (118-00, 26-39) on 5 October* 

3o Around 1 October, the 25 Army and one division*-* of the 32 Army made plans 

to move to Ghangjao from Fukien* Transportation was to be supplied by the 

2 Transportation Regiment at Foochow. 

It® Around 1 October, about 50 men of the 25 Army Paratrocp Battalion arrived at 

Chienou ( 118-19, 27— OU) and were soon to go to Hangchow by truck. These men

6* On 3 October, a garrison brigade from the Chekiang 5 Military District was
